WASHINGTON, March 14.—Senator

It embodied the first clear and concise 


statement of the differences concerning 
court review features and other propos- 
ed amendments that had made a unani- 
mous report from the committee impos- 
sible. 


Without hesitancy the senator declar- 


ed it to be his belief that the bill should 
be amended, but that amendments should 
not be of a character to impair or pre- 
vent, the accomplishment of the objects 
of tho legislation, which are set forth 
best, he says, in the president'.-! message 
to congress. Ho emphasized the need of 
regarding the measure as nonpartisan, 
but predicted that the issue created will 
be paramount in the next presidential 
elotenoi. As to the effect he said:

ROCHESTER, March 13.—Mias Susan 


B, Anthony is dead. 
Tbe end came a. 


few minutes before midnight last night, 
after the patient had been unconscious 
for uiauy hours. Death was not unex- 
pected, for it bad been plain since the 
preceding day that, Miss Anthony could 
not recover. Yesterday her physician 
gave up all hope, aud was able to do lit- 
tle to prolong her life. 


The illneM which claimed the life ol the 


veteraji fighter for the cause of-woman's 
suffrage came after her trip to Baltimore 
to attend the annual convention of the 
National Woman's Suffrage association. 
The journey proved too much, for her 
strength, and a slight cold developed 
pneumonia. 


Her attending physician, Dr. 
M. S. 


Ricker, said she died of heart failure, in- 
duced by double pneumonia. She had 
had serious valvular trouble for the last 
six years. Her lungs Were clear and the 
.pneumonia had.yielded to treatment, but 
the weakness of her heart prevented her 
recovery. , . 


LEAVES ALL TO CAUSE. 


.. . Feeling that her life could not be long 
, continued, Mi.-w Anthony evidently was 


disturbed by. a desire to-express some 
wish in regard to her will, aud on Wed- 
nesday last she said tx> her sister: 


'•Write to Anna Shaw immediately, and 


tell her 1 desire that every cent I leave 
when I pass out of this life shall be given 
to the fund which Miss Thomas and Miss 
Garret are raising for the .cause, I have 
given my life and all I am to it and now 
I want my last act to be to give it all 
I have—the lust cent. In response to tbis 
letter Miss Shaw hastened to the sick 
woman's bed.-idc. 


Upon her arrival Miss Anthony urged 


Miss Shaw and her sister to see that her 
wish was carried out at once. She had 


done that for woman which won for. her 
from many sources recognition 
as the 


;roatest of American -women. 


The history of Miss Anthony's life is 


the story of the entire .woman suffrage' 
movement in.-the United States, and the 
history of the woman-suffrage movement 
is the' story of Miss Anthony's life from 
ier thirtieth year. For fifty-six. y^ars 
he was the head of the movement, as 
well os its right nrm. In that time she 
had become the trusted friend of presi- 
dents and senators, the beloved adviser 
of young womanhood and the idol of a 
circle of personal friends whose extent 
was measured not even by the continent. 


Miss Anthony was born in South Ad- 


ams, Mass., in "1820, Her father was a 
Quaker. Her mother was a member of 
the Methodist church of-South Adams. 


BEGAN AS'A TEACHER.

wealthiest of the residents of South Ad- 
ams, 
Xo less her 
own independence, 


however, than his conviction that girl or 
boy should be equipped with the ability 
of self-support, eho.uld occasion present, 
influenced her to become a teacher. Her 
highest remuneration was $15 a month. 
In the name village a male pedagogue re- 
ceived $45 a month. . It was a contrast 
which had its effect in determining'fut- 
ure events in thn life of Miss Anthony. 


At 2fi she carried iiwt into practical 


efl'ect the conviction of woman's .equality 
which in later years was to permit her to 
see. before her death, after innumerable 
failures and defeats, the 
adoption of 


woman suffrage by several states of the 
•union. 


It was work in the cause 
of slave 


abolishment that in 1800 made Miss An- 
thony the object of hatred nnd scorn for 
a time from some classes and caused her 
home to be threatened by mobs. In face 
of personal danger she continued her 
work of succor for fugitive slaves, nnd 
her keen intelligence found 
ways 
for 


many to reach safety in Canada.

U\TCRUSHED BY DEFEAT. 


Already Miss Anthony was known all 


over the'United States. In later years 
she worked in almost every state of the 
Union in furtherance of the woman suff- 
rage cause to which she had devoted her 
life. 
After the crushing defeat in IJow 


York in 1804, which would have been fa- 
tally disheartening to almost any other, 
she'took up with courage undhninished 
the fight in California, which ulso was 
destined a year later to defeat. The cam- 
paign for woman suffrage in New York 
cost $10.000 aud was waged actively one 
year. 


Miss Anthony then was in her seventy- 


fifth year. But she spoke in all the six- 
tv counties of the state, and at the end 
the legislature killed the measure 
for 


which she had striven. Victory seemed 
at hand when the final vote was taken,

'Over 70,000 persons have-been arrested in

of the legislation, which are set forth 
best, he says, in the president's message 
to congress. He emphasized the need of 
regarding the measure a= nonpartisan, 
but predicted that the issue created will 
be paramount in the next presidential 
eletcnoi. As to the effect he said:

"It therefore follows," says J'.r. Tillmon,

IX NEED 01'' AMENDMENTS. 


The bill as'it came from the house Mr. 


Tillman characterized as loosely worded 
and .capable of different interpretations. 
Discussing the alleged inadequacy of the 
measure he said it is "'the duty of the 
senate to make such amendments as shall1, 
produce the best possible law and relieve 
the. distress find wrong, .the existence of 
which no one will'deny." In thus com- 
menting upon the bill/ Mr. Tillman said 
he can' claim to give expression to no 
opinion except his own. The object 
sought he added; best can be outlined in 
Dhe language of the president in his last 
annual message to congress, and from 
this the senator quoted extensively. 


WHY RAILROADS HAVE POWER. 
Commenting on the gross earnings and 


the net earnings of railroad properties 
Mr. Tillman said that once a year every 
dollar in the United States passes 
thruogh the hands of'the railroads and 
every three years becomes a part of their 
new earnings. He asked if it is any won- 
do rthat the railroads have the rnost bril- 
liant legal minds at their command to 
conduct legislation and "asserted the 
struggle is between man and money; citi- 
zenship and capital. The final outcome, 
he stated, will determine whether the 
people are capable of self 
government 


and can transmit to posterity the price- 
less heritage handed down by our ances- 
tors. He discussed at length the build- 
ing of great fortunes and the manipula- 
tions of great properties. Summing up 
the situation he said: 


"It is impossible to deny that thii: 


great accumulation of wealth in the 
hands of the few is such a menace to "lib- 
erty that the honest patriot stands ap- 
palled by the outlook." 


After commenting at length upon what 


he declared to be the existing system of 
juggling with railroad properties "for the 
robbery of the 
masses," Mr. Tillman 


stated that this,, phase of the subject 
brings into great prominence and impor- 
tance "the relation to congress of the in- 
crease in capitalization; whether it is 
the purpose of congress to compel the 
business industries to pay dividends not 
upon the real value of these properties 
but on the fictitious, yajue, which, |i»s,4bj»S!!.

v.'hat will, in its judgment, be the just 
•irid reasonable and fairly remunerative 
nito.' etc. Tho la,st words are too elastic 
;ind ambiguous and can be construed to 
mean too much that it would be harm- 
ful and dangerous for congress to enact 
int oa law. 'Fairly remunerative rate' on 
what; the actual value or the fictitious 
value of the properties? Are railroads 
which now pay no dividends because of 
the immense amounts of watered stock 
to be allowed to compel the producers 
who use their lines to pay a dividend on 
the excessive capitalization? Is congress 
willing to lend itself to the schemes of 
the railroad magnates who have brought 
about this condition wherein they levy 
tribute on the business industries of the 
country and compel the payment of the 
pound of flesh?" 


MORO BATTLE DISCUSSED. 


The president's message on the subject 


of the recent battle between 
United 


States troops and Moro insurgents in the 
Sulu islands was read in the senate today 
and Mr., Cumberson asked whether this 
was intended as a reply to the resolu- 
tion recently adopted by .the senate at 
his instance and Mr. Bacon replid that 
it could :not be a reply to the resolution 
as it failed to cover the ground."

Moses Vilas was the 
deputy district surveyor; Day & Blanch- 
ard, Graves & Wadsworth, S. P. Sher- 
wood, were some of the physicians. Eli- 
sha Raymond conducted the Racine Ex- 
change. 


There were no railways njid the paper 


advertised that the New Western Stage 
line, operated from Racine to Janesville, 
by way of Yorkville and Rochester and 
thence to Madison and Mineral Point. 
Charles Herrick was proprietor of a meat 
market and .To\ios & Dutton ran a com- 
mission house.

ber of men and girls employed in the 
different cities

ing the 'first. 


In the entire state there is employed 


a larger number by far than the year 
previous. 
Milwaukee employs 57,147 


men, 
women and children in the factor- 


ies and other industries of the city. Of 
these 45,433 are male, 8,763 female and 2,- 
891 children between 14 and 16 years of 
age. 


Racine comes second to Milwaukee in 


the number of factory employes, having 
a total of 8,032. There are 6.601 men,' 
and 1,232 female employes. It ranks third 
to Milwaukee in the number of children 
employed, 21fl. 


Kenosha comes second in the child la- 


bor list, employing ;i22 boys and girls 
under 16. It ranks third in the number 
of females employed with 914. Among 
nil other cities of the state th« employ- 
nient of female labor docs not reach 
large figures: 


In the factories visit p<l by tho inspec- 


tors there were 15S,S4S I 'xirors, of which 
3.36 per cent were children under 16 
years and 13.47 per cent were females 
over 16 years. 


Milwaukee was found to have the least 


number of buildings to each establish- 
ment on the average than any other city 
in the state. Through the country dis- 
tricts it is common to put the various 
branches of industry under a single root.

FOUGHT BATTLES FOE 


WOMAN'S EIGHTS CAUSE 


Many Years Spent in Untiring' Labor 


Productive of Many Victories— 


Jicver Undaunted Iby 


Her Defeats. 


ROCHESTER, March 13.—Miss Susan 


B. Anthony is dead. 
The end came a 


few minutes before midnight last night, 
after the patient had been unconscious 
for many hours. 
Death was not unex- 


pected, for it had been plain since the 
preceding day that. Miss Anthony could 
not recover. Yesterday her 
physician 


gave up all hope, and was able to do lit 
tie to prolong her life. 


The illness which claimed the life of the 


veteran fighter for the cause of-woman's 
suffrage came after her trip to Baltimore 
to attend the annual convention of the 
National Woman's Suffrage association. 
The journey proved too much for her 
strength, and a slight 
cold developed 


pneumonia. 


Her attending physician, Dr. M. S. 


Ricker, said she died of heart failure, in- 
duced by double pneumonia. She had 
had serious valvular trouble for the last 
six years. Her lungs Were clear and the 
pnenraohia had yielded to treatment, but 
the weakness of her heart prevented her 
recovery. 


LEAVES ALL TO CAUSE. 


Feeling that her life could not be long 


continued, .Miss Anthony evidently was 
disturbed by a desire to express some 
wish in regard to her will, and on Wed 
nosd.iy last she said to her sister: 


"Write to Anna Shaw immediately, and 


tell her I desire that every cent I leave 
when I pass out of this life shall be given 
to the fund which Miss Thomas and Miss 
Garret are raising for the cause. I have 
given my life and all I am to it and now 
I want my last act to be to give it all 
I have—the last cent. In response to this 
letter Miss Shaw hastened to the sick 
woman's bedside. 


Upon her arrival Miss Anthony urged 


Miss Shaw and her sister to see that her 
wish was carried out at once. She had 
no thought but for her life's work and 
the workers, declaring that both were 
now, 
as ever, dearer to her than her life. 


The Rev. Anna Shaw said: 


"On Sunday, about two hours before 


she became unconscious, 
Italked with 


Miss Anthony and she said: 
'To think 


I have had more than sixty years of hard 
struggle for a little liberty and then to 
die without it seems so cruel.' " 


The funeral of Susan B. Anthony will 


be held on Thursday at 2 o'clock. Rev. 
Dr. Gannett of the 
First 
Unitarian 


church of which Miss Anthony was a 
member will officiate. 
In a message of 


condolence from Mrs. May Wright Se- 
wall of Indianapolis, honorary president 
of the International Council of Women, 
Mrs .fewall requested that she be in- 
formed of the hour the funeral is to be 
held in order that a memorial service 
may be held in that city at the same 
time. 


LEADER FOR SUFFRAGE. 


"No woman lias a right to die until she 


has done something for womankind." 


Susan B. Anthony, who uttered these 


words in one of her addresses for the up- 
lifting of womankind, at her death had 


done that for woman which won for,,her 
from many sources recognition as the 
greatest of American women. 


The history of Miss Anthony's life is 


the story of the entire .woman suffrage 
movement in,the United States, and the 
history of the woman suffrage movement 
is the story of Miss Anthony's life from 
her thirtieth year. For fifty-six years 
she was the head of the movement, as 
well as its right arm. In that time she 
had become the trusted friend ,of presi- 
dents and senators^ the beloved adviser 
of young womanhood and the idol of a 
circle of personal friends whose extent 
was measured not even by the continent. 


Miss Anthony was born in South Ad- 


ams, Mass.. in 1820.- Her father was a 
Quaker. Her mother was a member of 
the Methodist church of-South Adams. 


BEGAN AS "A TEACHER. 


Miss Anthony's father was among the 


wealthiest of the residents of South Ad- 
ams. No less tier 
own independence, 


however, than his conviction that girl or 
boy should be equipped with the ability 
of self-support, sho.uld occasion present, 
influenced her to become a teacher. Her 
highest remuneration was $15 a month. 
In the same village a male pedagogue re- 
ceived $45 a month. . It was a contrast 
which had its effect in determining fut- 
ure events in the life of Miss Anthony. 


At 2fi she carried first into practical 


effect the conviction of woman's .equality 
which in later years was to permit her to 
see, before her death, after innumerable 
failures and defeats, the 
adoption of 


woman suffrage by several states of the 
•union. 


It was work in the cause 
of slave 


abolishment that in 18GO made Miss An- 
thony the object of hatred and scorn for 
a time from some classes and caused her 
home to be threatened by mobs. In face 
of personal danger she continued 
her 


work of succor for fugitive slaves, and 
her keen intelligence found 
ways 
for 


many to reach safety in Canada. 


UNCRUSHED BY DEFEAT. 


Already Miss Anthony was known all 


over the United States. In later years 
she worked in almost every state of the 
Union in furtherance of the woman suff- 
rage cause to which she had devoted her 
life. 
After the crushing defeat in New 


York in 1894, which would have been fa- 
tally disheartening to almost any other, 
she took up with courage undimimshed 
the fight in California, which also, waa 
destined a year later to defeat. The cam- 
paign for woman suffrage in New York 
cost $10,000 and was waged actively one 
year. 


Miss Anthony then was in her seventy- 


fifth year. But she spoke in all the six- 
ty counties of the state, and at the end 
the legislature killed the measure for 
which she had striven. Victory seemed 
at hand when the final vote was taken, 
but political maneuvers on the part of 
the opponents of the bill served to change 
it to defeat. The campaign a year later 
in California was waged with equal vigor. 
Miss Anthony was assisted in it by Mrs. 
Hearst and by Mrs. Leland 
Stanford. 


Her work there wa? ns indefatigable as 
it had been in New York, but again with- 
out avail. 


In an interview with Miss Anthony, 


published in ISflfi, she was asked: 


"Are you afraid of death?" 
Her reply was: 
"I don't know any- 


thing about heaven or hell, or whether I 
shall ever meet my friends again. 
But 


as not a particle of matter is ever lost, 
I have a feeling that no particle of.mind 
is ever lost. The thought doesn't bother 
me. I feel that nothing is lost and,.that 
tlie hereafter will be managed as this 
life is now." 


What in part Miss Anthony strove for 


is expressed in her reply to a question 
in another published interview. 


"The new woman." she said, "will be 


free. 
Then she'll be whatever her best 


judgment wants to be."

pects and holding them without trial or 
exiling them by administrative 
order.

Our schools are still far from having 


reached the ideal for which all intelli- 
gent teachers are striving; but we may 
at least enjoy the satisfaction of know- 
ing that not only are the "Three HV 
net neglected but that the extension of 
the course pf study to embrace' execn- 
tion and expression is steadily improving 
those attainments that depend chiefly on 
judgment and memory. The acquisition 
of skill in any intellectual or bodily 
function develops a reserre of intellectu- 
al power to be drawn upon when occa»i<m 
requires.

DELEGATES OF LOCAL 


SOCIETIES ASSEMBLE 


Hear Plans Discussed for Grand Cele- 


bration--Expected 15,000 to 20,- 


000 Strangers Will be At- 


tracted by Program. 


Delegates .representing over thirty of 


the largest civic and other organizations 
of the uity assembled at JJania hall lust 
evening. They were there upon invita- 
tion of William 11.' Armstrong, secretary 
of the convention committee1 of the Unit- 
ed Spanish War Veterans, who are to 
hold their state encampment and con- 
vention here on July 2, H and 4. 


The idea of extending the invitation 


to various societies wan to get the co- 
operation of every organization in carry- 
ing ont a big celebration on the Fourth 
of .luly. The form of this proposed cele- 
bration is a military, civic and ttonil 
parade, band concerts, sham battle and 
prize drills. 


EXPECT MANY THOUSANDS. 


All present sit tho meeting were en- 


thusiastic when the objects were explain- 
ed and although they were not at liberty 
to speak officially before presenting the 
'raattcr to their lodges, were confident 
that everything possible would be done 
to make' the celebration one of the larg- 
,est aiid most gorgeous iu tlie history of 
WiHuonsin, long to be remembered with 
pleasure by the people of the city. It 
was estimated that 15,000 to 20.000 peo- 
ple would be here and the question o\ 
feeding 
them was vi feature seriously 


considered; also how the parade ought 
to be arranged, but these details will, be 
mode later, the next meeting to be held 
on April II. at the some place, when the 
delegates will be prepared to report for 
their respective organizations. 


CALLED TO ORDER. 


Andrew Dahlstrom, one of the CJom- 


pany K buys, called, the meeting to order 
and with a few happy and preliminary 
remarks he introduced Judge Max W. 
Heck as the presiding officer of the even- 
ing. 


Upon taking the chair Judge Heck, on 


behalf of the executive committee of the 
United Spanish War Veterans, thanked 
the Dniiia society for the free use of the 
hall, also the delegates of societies for 
being present. 


Judge Heck explained that the veter- 


ans were to hold tlie state convention 
here on .Inly 2. :i and 4. and at the same 
time the Ladies Auxiliary were to hold 
a convention. A committee was ap- 
pointed by the Spanish War Veterans to 
make suitable arrangements to entertain 
guests expected to be here during the 
convention. As an afterthought it was 
decided to give Kacine the best Fourth 
of July celebration it ever had. The ex- 
ecutive committee was named, and he 
said it had charge of these arrangements. 
They have already made partial arrange- 
ments. 


OES. KING MARSHAL. 


Judge Heck further said that General 


King of the United States army had.been

ST. PETERSBURG, March 15.—Prof. 


Courtenay, a member of the academy of 
science, in an open letter today describes 
the horrible tortures to which he asserts 
the political prisoners at Warsaw were 
subjected to by Chief of Police Gruen. 
He cites as examples two cates in which, 
prisoners were starved and on four con- 
secutive nights were beaten with clubs, 
jumped on, their hair pulled out by the 
roots and the soles of their feet cut with 
knives until they signed statements con- 
fessing their guilt.

He denies that 
the killing was done wantonly, but says 
it was an absolute necessity. 


WOOD'S EXPLANATION. 


Gen. Wood's response is as follows: 
I was present throughout practically 


the entire action and inspected tlie top 
of the cruter .after action was finished 
1 am convinced no man, woman or chile 
was wantonly killed. A considerable 
number of women and children were kill 
ed in the light, number unknown, for the 
reason that they were actually in the 
works when the assault took place ant 
were 
unavoidably killed in the 
fierce 


hand-to-hand lighting which took place 
in 
the narrow inclosed spaces.

Moro women wore trousers ami 
dressed like the men and charged with 
them.

NO WANTON KILLING.
